Zn  1790,  Baptists  became  the 
largest  denomination  in 
America,  only  to  be  surpassed 
by  the  Methodists  in  1820. 
Baptist  growth  was  achieved  by 
multiplying  small  associations 
on  the  expanding  frontier. 
These  associations  sent  itinerant 
preachers  to  "destitute"  places 
—  places  where  people  had  set¬ 
tled  but  churches  had  not  been 
established.  These  itinerants 
preached  the  Gospel  and  gath¬ 
ered  believers  into  churches. 

With  few  exceptions,  these 
preachers  made  tneir  living  in 
vocations  other  than  preaching. 
They  were  bivocational,  a  term 
currently  used  among  Southern 
Baptist  Anglo-American  church¬ 
es.  They  were  Messengers  of  die 
Word,  the  title  often  used  among 
ethnic- American  congregations, 
because  bivocational  does  not 
always  translate  or  communi¬ 
cate  in  another  language.  They 
were  evangelists,  churcn 
planters,  and  pastors. 

Today,  Baptists  are  once  again 
die  largest  Protestant  denomina¬ 
tion  in  the  United  States,  and  the 
working  preacher  is  still  with  us, 
almost  l/,000  strong.  Thirty-five 
percent  of  all  Sou  mem  Baptist 
Convention  churches  have  pas¬ 
tors  whose  livelihoods  come 
from  second  vocations.  This  fig¬ 
ure  does  not  include  at  least 
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Missionary  stretches  ministries  in  Big  Sky 


BIG  SKY,  Mt.  (Special) —  Because  his 
mission  field  is  based  in  Big  Sky  Mt.,  where 
Lone  Mountain  stretches  11,000  feet  high. 
Brad  Lartigue  reports  to  work  every  day 
sky-high  —  geographically  and  spiritually. 

For  20  years,  Lartigue  has  served  as  a 
North  American  Mission  Board  (NAMB)  mis¬ 
sionary,  die  last  17  as  a  resort  missionary  in 
Big  Sky  during  die  ski  season  in  winter  and  at 
Yellowstone  National  Park  in  summer.  Big 
Sky  is  nestled  near  three  interconnected 
mountains,  high  in  Montana's  Gallatin 
National  Forest  Lartigue  is  one  of  more  than 
5,000  missionaries  m  die  United  States, 
Canada,  and  their  territories  supported  by  the 
Annie  Armstrong  Easter  Offering  (AAEO)  for 
North  American  Missions.  He  is  one  of  eight 
NAMB  missionaries  featured  as  part  of  die 
annual  Week  of  Prayer;  March  2-9. 

This  year's  tneme  is,  "Live  with 
Urgency:  Seize  Your  Divine  Moment."  The 
2008  AAEO  goal  is  $61  million,  100%  of 
which  is  used  for  missionaries  like  Brad. 

"My  place  of  work  is  basically  die  out¬ 
doors/'  Lartigue  said.  "Our  sanctuary  is  in 
die  mountains  that  rise  above  us,  among  die 
trees  and  the  animals  that  God  has  created. 
That's  where  worship  happens  for  us. 

"I  believe  that  my  area  of  special  min¬ 
istries  in  resort  and  leisure  settings  is  a  good 
place  to  present  the  Gospel  to  people,  he 
said.  "After  all,  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  gave 
us  the  example  and  foundation  for  minister¬ 
ing  to  people  outside  the  walls  of  die  church. 

"Jesus  spoke  to  the  multitudes  from  the 
bow  of  a  boat,  from  the  mountainsides,  in 
the  gardens,  in  the  marketplaces.  He  met 
people  where  they  were,  in  times  of  work 
and  play.  It's  a  wonderful  thing  to  have  the 
opportunity  of  using  God's  creation  as  a 
ministry  tool  to  point  people  past  that  cre¬ 
ation  and  toward  the  Creator. 

Supported  and  commissioned  by 
NAMB  and  the  Montana  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  Lartigue  leads  worship  ser¬ 
vices  and  campfire  devotionals,  marries 
couples,  dedicates  babies,  and  even  con¬ 
ducts  funeral  services  on  the  powdery 
snow  of  Big  Sky.  He  witnesses  to  tourists 
who  wouldn't  be  caught  dead  inside  the 
walls  of  a  brick-and-mortar  church. 

During  the  peak  ski  season  between 
Thanksgiving  and  Easter,  some  5,000-6,000 
people  a  day  come  to  Big  Sky  to  challenge 
the  world-class  ski  slopes,  wnich  get  blan¬ 
keted  by  400  inches  of  new  snow  each  year. 

"Every  Sunday  when  I  ride  the  chairlift 
going  up  the  mountain  to  do  my  worship  ser¬ 
vice/!  meet  people  who  have  no  intention  of 
going  to  a  worship  service,"  he  said.  "They're 
coming  to  find  a  place  for  recreation  ana  to 
relax,  not  for  a  place  of  worship  or  for  a  min¬ 
ister  but  when  I  ride  the  chair  lift,  I  never  ride 
without  speaking  to  someone  about  why  they 
are  here  and  what  we  are  doing  here.  I  think 
it  means  a  lot  to  people  to  see  a  minister 
snowboarding,  skiing,  or  cross-country  ski¬ 
ing,  who  takes  the  effort  to  hone  these  skills  to 
meet  people  where  they  are." 

Citing  the  Apostle  Paul's  admonition 
to  "be  all  things  to  all  people  so  that  we 
might  reach  some,"  Lartigue  recently 
invited  a  couple  of  young  men  on  college 
break  to  his  worship  service. 

"They  saw  me  on  my  snowboard  and  said, 
'Oh,  you're  the  shred  chaplain.'  Shredding  is 
ski  slang  for  snowboarding.  1  think  God  gives 
us  passions  in  our  lives  that  drive  us  to  do  the 
tilings  we  do.  God  has  given  me  the  passion 
to  snowboard,  cross-country  ski,  and  go  back¬ 
packing  in  the  wilderness. 

"Earn  of  us  can  reach  one  because  of  the 
various  passions  He  gives  us,"  Lartigue  said. 


It's  a  long  way  from  the  sultry 
summers  of  Lake  Charles,  La.,  where 
Brad  was  bom  and  raised,  to  the 
crystal-blue  skies  and  frosty  air  of  Big 
Sky,  Mt.  He  grew  up  in  a  Christian 
home  in  Lake  Charles,  a  bayou  town 
in  the  heart  of  southwest  Louisiana's 
Cajun  country.  His  father  serves  as 
pastor  of  a  Southern  Baptist  church 
there,  and  his  mother  is  a  devoted 

6 teacher's  wife.  One  of  five  children, 
rad  accepted  Christ  at  age  14. 

With  a  French  surname  and  rich 
family  bloodlines  of  black,  Cherokee 
Indian,  and  Italian  lineage.  Brad  is 
proud  of  his  heritage.  Always  inter¬ 
ested  in  adventure  and  public  service, 
Lartigue  was  active  in  the  Baptist 
Student  Union  at  McNeese  State 
University  in  Lake  Charles.  While  at 
McNeese,  he  cut  his  missions  teeth 
while  serving  as  a  summer  mission¬ 
ary  on  Hawaii's  Big  Island  and  as  a 
US/C2  resort  missionary  at  Taos  Ski 
Valley  in  New  Mexico. 

After  graduating  from  McNeese, 
he  attended  Southwestern  Seminary 
in  Fort  Worth,  where  he  earned  a 
master's  degree  in  religious  educa¬ 
tion  and  church  recreation.  In  1990,  he 
accepted  a  career  missionary  position 
at  Big  Sky  and  Yellowstone  National 
Park  from  NAMB  and  the  Montana 
Southern  Baptist  Convention.  He's  Dl
